ing Jewish and Protestant spokes- 
men. 


Some said they agreed with the 


Pope that there is a need for rein- 
vigorated religion in the world, but 
were averse to his idea of joining 
under the church at Rome. 


Pope Makes Plea 


The Pope, in his Christmas mes- 


sage yesterday, urged all believers 
to return to "the one true church" 
to combat militant atheism. 


The Federal Council of Churches 


of Christ in America, the nation's 
largest, representative federation 
of various Protestant denomina- 
tions, declined to comment. 


Dr. Julius Mark, senior rabbi of 


the country's largest Jewish con- 
gregation, the temple Emanu.el, 
endorsed the Pope's call for a "re- 
ligious renewal" but he said this 
will not "be achieved by everyone 
joining the Roman Catholic church 
or any other one church." 


"We do not regard our own or 


any religious communion as 'the 
one true church,' " he said. "Every 
church dedicated to the service 
of God and man is a true church." 


Dr. John W. Behnken. president 


of the Lutheran Church-Missouri 
synod, largest body in American 
Lutherism, said "there- can be no 
return to a church which claims to

ed since 6 p.m. Friday, 51 resulted 
from motor mishaps.

burned to death and a truck driver 
was killed after an automobile- 
gasoline truck collision. The five 
were trapped in the burning car 
after the gasoline ignited. A five 
year old Texas boy also burned to 
death after his playhouse of flimsy 
boxes caught fire from a candle he 
carried into the playhouse to light 
firecrackers. 


A six year old Newton, Mass., 


feoy. Albert Kevjorkian. Jr., was 
electrocuted as he played in front 
of his gaily decorated Christmas 
tree. He was killed when he put 
his finger in an open socket of a 
Christmas tree light while lying 
m an iron hot-air register. 


The National Safety Council has 


:stimated 435 persons will be kill- 
id in traffic accidents over the 
holiday period from 6 p.m. Friday 
until midnight Monday. In the 
'irst 10 months this year, 
the 


council said, auto accidents killed 
an average of 83 persons every 24 
lours. The average covers deaths 
occurring long after the accidents 
n which the victims were injured. 


There were 396 accidental deaths 


over the Christmas holiday last 
year. The toll included 277 traffic 
"atalities and more than 50 from 
'ires. 


Today's survey showed the fol- 


owing traffic toll by states: Seven 
n California; eight in New York; 
•ix in Texas; five in Minnesota; 
four in Ohio; three each in Illinois 
and Michigan; two each in Alaba- 
na, Oregon and Virginia, and one 
each in Florida, Missouri, New 
Jersey, New Mexico, North Caro- 
ina, Pennsylvania South Carolina, 
Tennessee and the District of Co- 
lumbia. There were eight deaths 
bv fires, one in Minnesota and New 
York and one violent death of a 
miscellaneous nature in Massachu- 
setts.

Radioactive carbon has a 
half-life of 6,000 years. That means 
that in that amount of time, half I 
the carbon atoms present will have 
lost their radioactivity. 


In the mummy casket test, the 


scientists burnt the ounce of wood 
to obtain the pure carbon it con- 
tamed.

present in that carbon was meas- 
ured. The age was determined by 
the amount of radioactivity pre- 
sent. 


The mummy was found to be 


within a century or two of 4,750 
years old.

In a speech made in Portland, Oregon, Congressman 


Ralph W. Gwinn of New York, said: 
"What we have in 


this country today is a 'Robin Hood' view of life, and it is a 
program which is" pure exploitation, pure robbery and pure 
rationalization 
Robin Hood robbed the merchants with the 


ostensible purpose of distributing the 'take' among the poor, 
but you notice he always rode an excellent horse and had a 
well-equipped retinue . . . After we have exhausted the rich 
man, the corporations and the creative group, then will come 
the working man.'' 
The apathy with which the public regards the sorry- 


financial mess'our government is in is one of the worst 
current signs. We have a national debt of more than 
S250 000.000.000. 
We also have very large governmental 


tax revenues due to high employment and business activity. 
Yet we will run a deficit of $5,000,000,000 or more during 
this fiscal year—and if some of the big spending "social 
welfare" schemes which were tabled by Congress last session 
are approved during the next, future deficits will probably 
b e f a r larger. 
. , _ • . * . 
Any economist will tell you that we have just about 


reached" the limit in getting money out of the corporations 
and the wealthy people—they are taxed to the hilt now. 
If more tax revenue is needed, the man of small and mod- 
erate means will have to provide it. It is that man who 
has the greatest interest in cutting every avoidable expense 
in government, and returning to fiscal sanity.

A few weeks ago the President told a press conference 


that the country was a long way off from the sort of national 
emergency justifying the use of the Taft-Hartley law to halt 
strikes which had disrupted the coal and steel industries. 
Ironically, just afteFTfiat. the huge "Government Central 
Heating 'Service, which supplies heat to a large number of 
government offices in Washington, reported that it had 
only a 30-day supply of coal on hand. 


" Opinion" varies "as to what constitutes a national emerg- 


ency. "But when the nation's supply of basic materials are 
stopped for even a short time, the whole economic machine 
slows, business dwindles, and unemployment soars. 
The 


point is that a handful of labor leaders, with vast powers, 
can decide whether or not American enterprise shall be 
allowed to produce. 


There are honest differences as to the merit and justice 


of labor's demands on the coal, steel and other industries. 
But it Should be evident to anyone, no matter where his 
sympathies lie, that the big labor leaders are establishing an 
iron-clad monopoly, and are bent on dealing with manage- 
ment on a "do what I say or else" basis. This is particularly 
apparent in coal, where Mr. Lewis regards himself as prose- 
cutor, judge and jury in any dispute—and where he demands 
powers that are clearly within the province of management. 
If there ever was a trust in any reasonable meaning of the 
term, the miners' union is it.

The rank and file of labor 
should realize that fact, even if some of their leaders refuse 
to.

Jn this connection, the re- 
port points out that there is no 
person charged with the duty of 
preparing surh a plan nor anyone 
with the authority to install one. 


To the average man this will 


seem 
backward and 
confusing. 


But more of the same sort is to 
come. Sonio of the agencies, the 
post office, for instance, do not 
keep thoir own accounts and the 
postmaster general himself could 
not tell you. within eight months 
of

given date, the financial 


standing of his department. 


But 
xvhiU- lax in its 
OWTI ac- 


counting tho government is very 
demanding in its regulation of pri- 
vate enterprise. Not only does it 
require full disclosures of financial 
transactions 'jut often dictates to 
these enterprises how they shall 
keep their books. 


There has developed, in this de- 


partment a situation in which the 
comptroller 
general 
has 
been 


forced into a Jekyll and Hyde po- 
sition. 
When, the bureau of the 


budgot was moved from the treas- 
ury to the office of the president, 
the c'hiof of this bureau began tak- 
ing part in making decisions of the 
executive branch which he later 
had to review as auditor. He is in 
a dual role. He is, in fact, his own 
auditor. 


The solution of this, the com- 


mission suggested, was the crea- 
tion of a now official, to be known 
as the accountant general, who 
would servo tho president as an 
accountant servos the head of a 
private 
companay. This would 


leave tho comptroller general free 
to do auditing and nothing else. 


A Reorganization 


A general reorganization of the 


treasury department was recom- 
mended by tho commission, to re- 
lieve it of encumbering agencies 
which it has collected during the 
years which have little or nothing 
to do with finance. These, the re- 
port suggested, should be trans- 
ferred to more appropriate depart. 
ments 


Tho non-fiscal agencies now in 


tho treasury include: the Coast 
fJuard.

of Printing and Engraving. 


Tho buioau of tho budget came 


in for some criticism by the com- 
mission. This bureau was organ- 
ized 27 years ago to modernize 
budget processes and produce an 
understandable 
budgetary 
docu- 


ment, So far, the commission says 
it has not done so. It has, on the 
contrary, nssumod functions for 
which it was not created, expand- 
ed its staff into the Inrgost staff

has roncernod itself with forma-

A Smoke-Burning 
Furnace Developed 


Urbana. 111.—(AP)--The Uni- 


versity of Illinois has a home coal 
furnace that burns its own smoke. 
The coal burned includes numer- 
ous low-grade fuels that now can- 
not b« burned in many cities, be- 
cause of anti-smoke regulations. 


The furnace is like a U-shaped 


pipe. Coal is poured into one side. 
The fire is started at the bottom 
of the coal. But the fumes do not 
go up through the coal bed. The 
draft comes down through the 
coal. The result is that as the fresh 
coal gets hot and the gasses form, 
they are drawn downward. 


These gases are the smoke. They 


pass down and around the bottom 
of the U and start upward on the 
side opposite the burning coal. The 
heat is enough to ignite them as 
they leave the coal bed. A stream 
of fresh air which enters the fur- 
nace at this point enables the 
smoke to burn completely.

'32, But GOP Holds Counties 


By LOUJS J. KRAMP 


Chicago — (AP)— Republicans 


held the upper hand in Illinois pol- 
itics 50 years ago. Democrats 
gained a foothold in 1932 and they 
hold the top offices today. 


But the republicans still control 


84 per cent of county offices, in- 
cluding the majority in 84 of 101 
downstate counties and all of them 
in 45 of the 84. 


The half century of state pol- 


itics 
was 
greatly 
affected by 


Franklin D. Roosevelt and these 
developments: 


Teh growth of democratic pow- 


er in Chicago and other industrial 
centers, and a decline in republi- 
can strength in some rural areas 
i recent years. 


The increase in power and in- 


fluence of the federal government 
in relation to the state and its 
voters, partly as a effect of two 


federal constitution 


1892 and Woodrow Wilson in 1912. 


Republicans held the state's U.S. 


senate seats from the turn of the 
century until 1933, with the ex- 
ception of pink?whiskered James 
Hamilton Lewis, named by the 
democrats in 1912 and 1930. 


From 1933 to 1940 and since 


last year the democrats have held 
both Illinois seats in the senate. 


Republicans had occupied the 


governor's mansion at Springfield 
from 1811 until 1892, when John 
P. Altgeld gave the democrats a 
foot in the door. 


Only Edward F. Dunne, demo-

About Debts 


"Debts: It is only common sense 


for you both to know what you 
owe as well as what you own se- 
parately and together. 


"Your home: More than 40 per 


cent of America's homes are in 
the names of women. Yet many 
women are utterly ignorant of 
what ownership implies and the 
responsibilities it carries. 


"Find out where the deed to 


your house is. the record of pay- 
ments you have made on it, the 
mortgage certificate, the tax pap- 
ers the other documents so im- 
portant to proving your owner- 
ship and position. 


"Wills: It's only natural for us 


to avoid this subject, but reluc- 
tance and delay can cause the 
severest heartbreak, expense and 
pain to our loved ones.

Washington—Is reorganization 


working? It Isn't enough merely 
to realign and consolidate 
the 


various government agencies to 
accomplish the purposes of the 
Hoover commission to save money 
and promotee efficiency. 


The reorganized agencies also 


must produce results. A progress 
report has now been turned out 
by one of the first and most im- 
portant of the reorganized units, 
the General Services administra- 
tion (GSA). Jess Larson is GSA 
administrator. 


Other 'Responsibilities 


GSA, 
created six months ago, 


is responsible among other things 
for the procurement, use and dis- 
posal of all supplies and personal 
sen-ices for the civilian agencies 
of the government. It coordinates 
its work with the military estab- 
lishment, but has no authority m 
the military field. Larson's acts 
and plans up to now seem to fall 
generally into three categories: 


1. Devising cheaper and 
more 


efficient methods of doing gov- 
ernment business. 


2. Eliminating such "five per- 


centers" as get fat fees for act- 
ing as go-betv.een for business- 
men whose v. ork isn t necessary 
or legitimate 
Larson points out, 


however, that some middle-men 
perform a necessary and legiti- 
mate function. 
3. 
Spreading 


government business as widely 
as possible to enable small busi- 
ness to get its share of govern- 
ment orders. 


Tangible Steps 


Here are some of the tangible 


step* taken under the first cate- 
gory • 
1. A new 
type 
of 
purchase 


form is about to be adopted, com- 
bining in one process a •variety of 
steps that formerly were requir- 
ed 
It's called the "purchase-or- 


der-invoic*-voucher 
form" 
The 


Hoover commission estimated that 
adoption of such a form would 
save th» government $15,000,000 
a year. 


2. A single system of naming 


and classifying 
all 
government 


suppliw is being worked out. The 
government now buys about 3,- 
000,000 things, but the agencies 
call them by 6.000,000 names. 


S. A plan is being developed 


for governmenT 


change within geographical re- 
gions any property not in use. 


4. A central traffic agency now 


helps government offices to ship 
economically - figuring out the 
best rates and shipping routes and 
giving 
packaging 
information. 


This agency is now small, but it 
will be expanded. 


5. Forty thousand common use 


items are now bought on indefi- 
nite-term contracts. 
Instead of 


requinng expensive individual con- 
tracts for earh order, an agency 
can simply order the supplies as 
it needs them, under a previously 
negotiated contract. 
In addition, 


4.000 items are stocked in supply 
centers. 
Agencies can draw on 


these as they are needed. 


To Curb 5 Percenters 


Here are some of the steps be- 


ing taken to aid small business 
and curb the "fiv<» percenters."

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State Assumes an Important 
Role in Lives of Its People

Springfield, 111., Dec. 24 —(AP) 


—The state government assumed 
an important role in the daily 
lives of Illinois cituens during the 
first half of the 20th century. 


Since 1900, the state has in- 


augurated taxes on cigarettes, 
gasoline and nearly everything else 
sold at retail. It started subsidies 
for some types of housing and air- 
port development. 


Began Paying Pensions 


It began paying pensions to old 


people. More than 125,000 per- 
sons get them now. 


A sweeping overhaul in local 


school organization was set in 
motion by legislative acts. 


The yardstick of governmental 


spending measures the trend of 
events over the 50-year span. Ex- 
penses in 1900 were under 58,000,- 
000. They will run a staggering 
$625,000,000 in the current fiscal 
year 


In the same period the number 


of state employes shot up from 
4,000 to around 40,000. 


Spending Spurt 


The biggest spurt in treasury 


outlays traces to the economic up- 
heaval of the 1930's. Out of it 
grew the practice, conforming with 
a new national pattern, of paying 
pensions to the aged, blind and 
dependent cmidren, and of helping 
local agencies support the needy. 
The annual state bill now tops 
$125.000 000 


The state-federal awards for old 


persons all but erased from the 
state scene a stoned landmark, 
the county poor farm. 


A new concept of aid to com- 


mon 
schools — stressing 
larger 


grants to poor districts—was evol- 
ved in the 1920's at greatly in- 
creased cost to the state. The then 
$1,000,000 a year allotment for 
public schools burgeoned by 1950 
Into fifty times as much. 


Large Medical Programs 


Although medicine has all but 


licked such scourges of yesteryear 
aa small pox, influenza and trach- 
oma, state health authorities now 
Bpend large sums to check men- 
aces like cancer, tuberculosis, po- 
lio and venereal disease. Even a 
teeth saving program for children 
la under way 


Subsidies for local tubercuosis

and housing—all unheard of in 
1900—are swelling the modem 
taxpayer's bill. 


With introduction of motor buses 


and natural gas th« state com 
m»*rce commission extended activi- 
ties ;n utility regulation to cover 
bus fares and natural gas rates.

State hcening and supervision of 


professions and trades, once con- 
cerned with horseshoera, expanded 


to take in practitioners of new 
skills like commercial beauty cul- 
ture and chiropody.

out to build and maintain a 14,000 
mile system of hard roads now 
traveled by 3,000,000 motorists and 
fleets of transport ti ucks.

Dec-line in Fishing 


The first half of the century also 


witnessed a sharp decline in com- 
mercial fishing along the Illinois 
river, creation of a 500-man state 
police force, development of a 
givat system of state parks and 
a spectacular growth in the Uni- 
versity of Illinois

tural land. It saw enormous use 
of water by industries pose supply 
problems in some communities 
cutting of school districts by more 
than one half and establishment of 
pensions for teachers, judges, fire- 
men, policemen and numerous oth- 
er public employes.

Find Oysters Grow 
Four Times as Fast 
In French Salt Lake 


Bouzigues. France—(AP)—The 


discovery that oysters grow four 
times faster in a salt-lake off the 
Mediterranean than they do on 
Atlantic ocean breeding grounds 
has led to a thriving new industry 
here. 


Four hundred fishermen, linked 


in a cooperative, have started har- 
vesting: the 1949 oyster crop and 
by April they hope to exceed their 
1948 total of 100,000 tons. 


The salty basin of Thau, a deep 


but mud-shored inlet of the Medi- 
terranean, seems to be particular- 
ly rich in the tiny animacule or- 
ganisms on which the oyster lives. 
Each year thousands of marenne 
oysters are shipped from the At- 
lantic breeding grounds of Arca- 
chon to this village for the vital 
stages of their growth. They 
achieve in less than one year a 
growth their less lucky fellows 
take four years to achieve at Ar- 
cachon. Then they are 
shipped 


back to Arcachon, where they 
are again submerged in the At- 
lantic to get the green color which 
French gourmets require of their 
marennes. 


The trick to adding solid ingre- 


dients, such as fruits or vegeta- 
bles, to a gelatin mixture is to chill 
mixture until it is consistency of 
unbeaten egg white.

The new and mighty nation of 


India, which a month hence as- 
sumes the status of a sovereign 
republic, is displaying some as- 
tonishing growing pains. 


For instance, take the strange 


case of the Gaekwar of 
Baroda 


who until the advent of the new 
India was one of the richest and 
most powerful of old India's some 
600 ruling princes. 
His highness 


is the potentate whose state legis- 
lature charged that he blew $10,- 
000,000 :n a six-week spree. 


Gaekwar Withdraws 


The case 
was 
compromised 


when the charge was dropped and 


the Gaekwar withdrew to life as 
a commoner in his palace, be- 
hind a mighty barricade of Jewels 
and gold. 
His principality was 


absorbed by the Bombay govern- 
ment. 


So his nibs now is a "private 


citizen," which is a paradoxical 
designation for one who manages 
to keep so much in the public eye. 
The latest adventure of this po- 
tentate is involvement in a dis- 
pute with his 250 palace servants. 
They have organized a union un- 
der India's new freedom and are 
striking for higher wages.

India. The Maharajahs had such 
vast wealth that they just didn't 
have much idea of 
its 
extent. 


These riches had piled up over 
the centuries and, of course, were 
acquired through the sweat and 
blood of long generations of pa- 
tient subjects. 


However, some of the Mahara- 


jahs were beneficient rulers and 
did much for their people. Among 
these most assuredly must be in- 
cluded the great house of Baroda, 
at least in some periods of its 
reign. 


Most of 
the 
principalities of 


course have been absorbed by the 
new government of India. 
The 


bejeweled Maharajahs with their 
richly caparisoned trains of ele- 
phants are returning to the dim- 
past to which they belonged. 


French Rural Press 
Steals Circulation 
From Paris Dailies

according to figures compiled by 
the French Press federation.

Before the war 
Paris newspapers sold about the 
same number of copies as those of 
the provinces combined.
